The finest of thege berries are never put
on the market until about Nov, 10,
Growers have been engaged in cultivat-
Ing cranberries on the Cape Cod mend-
ows for the past fifty years, until they
have produced berrles the larger size
of which are as blg as plgeon egms.
These berrles are usually pleked about

Sept. 22, while they are #4111 almost
white. This evarly plekine s done to
eacape the frosts to which the Cape

Cod boga are pecullarly subject.

For several weelts before ploking time
o man Iy stationed at every bog, with a
thermometer In the most exposcd po-
gitlon, who lifts the gutes and floods
the swamps the moment the mercury
falls below the danger line. After the
berries nre all picked they are put In a
frult house and sweated until they
change to a pale pilnk and then to a
bright cherry color. The small ones
are separated from the large oncs by
rolling them over a sleve, They are
then packed In barrels holding 100
quarts each.
